(jipii'sof the Alaska Krec Press, dales 
to Oct. I '-'1 1 1, leeoived by the Kl.ler, 
hirnisli the following news : 

Up to the time the Inst parly of 
iiiiiieis left the Vukon, no iittws of any 
new strikes liaileoine in friini l'"iirty .Mile. 

The pros|ieets for thu new coal mines 
en .\ilmirally l.sland lire favoridilo, and 
there is ii good uhniice of the iiiiiieB 
turning out well. 

High water in Forty Mile during the 
entire season, has euusod a number of 
rich oluiiiis along the stream to lie idle. 
Tho richest pay along Forty Mile is 
next to the water's edge and in tho 
bottom of tho stream, and as these 
claims could not bo worked, the output 
for this year will he small. 

Tho Alaska li'rie I'reas gives an em 
phatiu contradiutioii to tho sensational 
telegram of Sept. .Sth, on the supposed 
peril to the lives uiid property of some 
•lIHliiiiiiers who were Haul to he wandering 
in the " bleak wildiu iie.sH " of the icy 
north.

We 
have interviewed several of the men 
who have already come out and they 
state that there is picntj' of provisions 
to lie had at the trading store at the 
month of the Forty Mile, and that 
there is no daiiggr of anybody starving 
to death. 

The owiieiH of the .Sunnysido lode, 
the discovery of which caused such ex- 
citement 11 few months ago, have now 
got tludr interests in shape luid have 
put lip .SlIMII) for development work, 
and a force of men will be sent down in 
a (lay or two to commence active opera- 
tions. It is intended to run a lifty-foot 
cross-cut liniiiel, the nioiitli of which 
will start ill just above high tide, which 
will cut the ledge from wall to wall, 
and at a depth of from forty to tifty 
feel. 'I'lie ore, as fast as taken out, will 
be sorted, and the first and second class 
siieUeil, which will be shipped to ,Saii 
I'raneisci) ua .soon as the work is com- 
pleted. The ore in character is a cop- 
per glance, carrying little gold, but 
very rich in silver, and both first and 
second class ores of high grade can be 
shipped. It is estimated that, sliould 
the oie coiitimie down as shown on the 
surface, enough can be taken out in run- 
ning the cross-cut to -pay all expenses 
of such work. The mine is so situated 
that $50 ore can be shipped at a hand- 
some profit, as it lies just at the edge of 
salt water, and with every convenience 
for cheap working.

Seattle - Portland Train 
Wrecked by an Ox. 



The Fireman Scalded to Death While Try- 
ing to Shut Oil' Steam from the 
Overturned Kugine. 



PoiiTi.ANP, Oct. 20.— The locomotive 
of the local Northern Pacific train from 
.Seattle and Taeoma, duo licre at 6:30 
this niorning, was wrecked twelve 
miles this side of Hunter's Point, at 
0:10. The baggage and smoking cars 
were overturned but not wrecked. The 
train was behind time, and was run- 
ning at a speed of twenty-five nules an 
hour. 

An ox wus the cause of the disaster. 
Engineer Jones saw the animal walking 
on the track and whistled to scare him 
off. The animal, instead of running 
iway, turned about and faced the train, 
which was bearing down on him. Tlie 
engineer, seeing the danger ahead, im- 
mediately aiiplied the air-brakes, but 
could not bring the train to a stop in 
tiine to avert an accident. 

The locomotive, dashed ;again8t the 
steer, which got uuder the forward 
trucks and was carried along a distance 
of ;IOO feet, when tho train came to a 
urve and was derailed by rotten ties, 
nd rolling down a little embankment 
the engine became a total wreck. En- 
gineer doiies was hurled out of the cab 
over the baggage car, a distance of .'10 
feel, and aliglited on n. shini]), sustain- 
ing painful scalp wonnils and jjossibly 
internal injuries. 

Chailes Nolan, the lireniaii, .'iustaiiicd 
injuries from which he diiyil shortly 
liter K o'cliicl; this inoriiing. He went 
down with tln^ wreck, and when found 
his hand was on the giuige-cock, trying 
to shut oil' ihe escaping steam. Iv'idan 
was hiirie.l beneath the wreck, and 
while the men were trying to locate 
him he was being scalded hy the 
escaping steam, to say nothing of being 
liiirncil with heal from the tire-box. 
'I'lie mifortiiiiate man was liiially located 
by his jillcous iniians, and axes and 
saws were used to extricate him. After 
an honr's hard work he was found more 
dead than alive. 

In the meantime a freight train eainu 
up behind the passenger, and its loco- 
motive was immediately siml hack to 
Hunter's to siimmnn physicians from 
Kalaina. A telegram was also received 
in Portland, and Drs. licvaii and Hen- 
dei'Hon were taken to the scene on a 
.special loeoinolivo. 

There were 200 [masciigers on tho 
train, but none were injured. Nolan 
was 24 years old, and Jones 55. Both 
lived ill Tiieoma.

TEE RECEPTION. 

Ah the time for tiio (iovcnior-(iuner 
ul's visit draws near every one ia talk- 
ing about the kind of reception wliich 
tno Capital of British Cohnnbia is going 
to give the (incen'a ropreaentiit ive. It 
is to bo hoped tliut it will he ii hiuul- 
somo one. It will not tin for Victoria 
to bo bcliiliil liny city of llie Province 
or indeed uny city on tliia side of Torou 
to. ■ Victoria is us loyal a city as 
there is in titc Dominion of Cuniula, 
and, we are proud to any, us fur 
ineuns are concerned, nlie i.s well iiMe to 
give the representative of Qnecn ^'ic 
toriii u reception woi lliy of lier po.sition 
us Hie principal eity of British Columbi, 

Ab the reception is to bo public, us it 
is THE biTV OP ViOTOKiA which is to 
welcome the tlovenior-Oeneral, we 
trust that the ('orporation will sec to it 
that the city does justice lo her distill 
guialied gnest lo herself. There 

should bo no Hnuilliiess or misplaced 
economy in the preparations to receive 
the Governor-General. Money enough 
should be voted to erect liandsonie 
arches, to furiii-sli the music ie(piircil, 
to hire couches — in short, to defray al) 
the expenses of tliut part of the recep- 
tion ia which the public particiiiate. 
The Cot poration should uot allow iiuli- 
viduul citizens to' bear any part of 
these expenses. Wo see that the 
Vancouver city council have voted 
§2,500 towards the reception of tlie 
(joveriior tlenerul in their city. The 
]ioard of AUlermeii of Victoria should 
vote us much us this, und more if it is 
required. There ia uot, we are sure, a 
ratepayer in the city^who is not willing 
that the Corporation should "appropri- 
ate a sum suflicieiit to give the Repre- 
sentative of Her Most (.Irucions Majesty 
Queen Victoria u suitable reception. 

WITHOUT A POLICY. 

One result of Mr. Laurier's visit to 
Ontario is to convince the people of the 
Dominion that the Liberal party is with- 
out a policy. Any one who studies liis 
speeches at all cui iifully must see that 
the Liberal pai ly of Cuimaa has really 
no reuaoii for its existence. It has no 
great principle to advance, no reform to 
advocate, It may iind some employ- 
ment in criticising the aota'of the ;Ooy'-i 
erniiTenti '<u>d in doing tHat'' worlt ' niay 
be of use to the country, hut an oppo- 
sition that has nothing else to do than 
to watch the (iovornment must neces- 
sarily be very weak. 

Somo yoars ago opposition to the im- 
mediate construction of ' the Canadian 
Pacific Kailway was the principal plank 
of the Liberal platform. The members of 
that party cousiilered that the iiiulertuk- 
ing was too great for the resources of the 
Dominion, and they honestly believeil 
that the welfare, und perhaps the sol- 
vency, of the country .jdepended upon 
the construction of that road being 
spread over a long period of time. Hut 
the road was built in spite of their 
most strenuous opi>osition, und the evils 
which they apprehended did not come 
upon the Dominion. Indeed, us time 
went on, many prominent Liberals be- 
came converts-to the policy of the Can- 
adian Government with respect lo the 
Pacilic railway, and were annoyed at 
Mr. Blake's ]iei'Histent und aimless opjM)- 
ition to it after it had become an ac- 
complished fact, When the road wus 
completed and had gone into successful 
operation that plank naturally dropped 
out of the Liberal plalforni. 

Uppuaitiun to the National I'olicy wu.s 
another uf the plunks of the Liberal 
platform a few yeara ago. The great 
question of free trade and protection is 
one on which there is room for difl'erenee 
of opinion. 'Wise und patriotic men take 
different sides on this (|iicstion in every 
civilized eouulry of tlu! worM, Cana- 
dian^iberulh were for a long tinie free 
traders, and they liiaiifully stood up for 
their principles In the press und on the 
floor of Parliament. But their convic- 
tions were not deep enough to stand ad- 
versity. They became tired of udvo- 
cating u principle thai kept them out of 
oftico uikI showed no signs of ever lie- 
comlng populur. They therefore, after 
a time, surrendered, and, as a Jiarly, 
came oVer to the Upvernment side on 
the question of protection to native in- 
dustry. |Mr. Hhiko in his Malvern 
speech, and in speeches which he subse- 
quently ilclivvreil, made so many con- 
cessions to the protectionists that what 
was left of free trade ill the pulley of 
the Liberals was not considered worth 
fighting for. The National Policy, there- 
fore, eeuHcd to be an issue hetweeii the 
Iwo great piuUes of the Dominion. The 
Liberal purty ccusml to be a free trade 
j)urty. The principle of protection wus 
conceded, und the necessity of preserving 
the Interests that hud been created 
by the Natioiiid Policy acknowledged. 
After that position wus taken hy the 
opposition, the (liireienei' laaweeii thi iii 
and the Government, on the trade (|iies- 
tioii has been so slight that It is not 
worth considering. 

Having either lost or given up their 
distinctive principles, tho Liberals were 
for n time completely at a loss for a 
policy. T'hey took up commercial 
union, but, after a very short discus- 
sion, tlioy founil that they could not 
unite on that question. It wus then re- 
placed by unrestricted rcciproolty in 
trade with tho Unltetl States. Rut thiv, 
as every one must sec, canuot bu a pure- 
ly Canadian policy. It cannot he 



adopted without the consent and co- 
oi>eration of' a foreign nation to 
whose general policy It is advorae. It 
ompetciit for the Canadian Purliu- 
niciit to adopt a policy of absolute or 
partial free tradt; If tho mnjority of 
ic people belieire that taxes upon com- 
modities are not necessary, if they come 
to the conclusion that It is best to raise 
ilii money required for public purposes 
by direct taxation, they liuve tho power 
to aboUsli the customs tarlfl' ^ud to ud- 
iiiit goods from all countries free of 
duty. Thoy have also tho power lo 
frame their tariff for revenue pur- 
poses only. They can havo either 
uhsolutc or partial free trade when- 
ever they like. But it ia out of their 
jiower to obtain trade reciprocity with 
the United States or, anjj oilier, country 
hy legislation, and it is very problotiiet- 
ical whether It can be hud by negotia- 
tion. The consent of Great Britain und 
the United .States is required before a 
reciprocity treaty can bo negotiated and 
put in force. ' ' ' "' ' 

The Liberals do not advocate absolulie. 
free trade or a tariff for revenue only, 
wbieh can bo hud if the people of the 
Dominion want them; but they advocate 
nnrestrietetl reciprocity witli the United 
States, which they cannot give Canadi- 
ans if ninety-nine hundredths of the 
voters of the Dominion declared them- 
solves In favor of It at the polls. ' Un- 
restricted recipioeity is not a Canadian 
<|uestion, and us that ia the only plank 
in the platform of the r..iberal purty of 
Canaila are we not porfeelly jiistilied 
in saying that that jiurty is to day with 
out a policy. 

CHILD EDUCATION. 

There is in the October number of the 
Nineteenth Century an article on the 
mental and physical (raining of chil- 
ilren hy .Mrs. .lessie Waller, who is u 
(laughter of that wonderfully gifted 
man, I'rofeasor Huxley, which every 
.\'ouiii{ mother should read. Mra. Wal- 
ler's style Is clear and lively. There Is 
not a sentence fat her x^^per that any 
womnii of ordinary intelligeneo, whether 
educated or not, cannot understand and 
appreciate. She would have the child's 
eilucation begin early. But what she 
means by education is Hot e.xactly what 
most people believe it to signify. She 
looks upon the washing and the feeding 
of the baby as a part of Its education, 
and a very important part. Aeconling 
lo her the body wants educating as well 
as the mind. Indeed we gather from 
wliat'she writ^ that she is couvince<l 
that the condition and quality of the 
mind depend toi.^avery great extient 
iqion the quality and condition of the 
hody. 

Mrs. Waller deplores the little atten- 
tion that is paid to the physical educa- 
.tiou of .youttg'. children.' Men ore care- 
ful of the rearing' and the training of 
their horses and their .dogs. They take 
good care that their' cattle, their sheep 
and their pigs ure properly fed and 
housed, lint many of them leave the 
care of their cliildruii to persona 
who ure ignorant of the laws o' 
health, and whose only qualiiicutlon 
for their very important duty is that 
they are fond of children. They scein 
to forget that it is this iniintelligeiit 
idiidness that causes thuni fr(i|uently to 
treat the children under their cure in a 
way that is most injurious to both their 
minds and their bodies. 

Mrs. Waller would have the cliildren 
loosely und warmly clad. 'J'lie gar- 
ments, in Kngluiid, should be cliielly of 
wool. She does not believe in coddling 
children but she believes still les.s in ex- 
posing them unneeensarily tii cold for the 
purpose of making them hurdy. .She 
would have the little ones fed well, 
clothed well und lodged in rooms in 
which there are plenty of .lir and sun- 
light. Their bodies for the lirst years 
of their lives would be the niothor's 
chief care. .She believes that .the foun' 
(lation of many diseases'^is laid in in- 
fancy und childhood for want of proper 
education. 

Moral und intellectual education 
should go on when the physical educa- 
tion is in progress. But books ure not 
to be used , too,. soon. lb' is wonderful 
liow much' a ohild learns without the 
aid uf books. He 'is an.' nneeasingob-t 
server and an indefatlgible aiid courage- 
ous experimenter. He learns a hin- 
guage and gets u wide and tolerably 
accurate knowledge of tlio little world 
in which he moves. He learns, too, 
right from wrong, and; if 'his education 
hus been at all judio{on8,'his' hioral ^na- 
ture will be very greatly benefitted' by 
what he has been taught before he is 
old cmmgii tu lake a hook in hi.H hand 
for the purpose of learning uny thing 
out of it; ' ' 

Mrs. WaUer is opposed to corporal 
punishment. She would punish the 
eliild, und the punishment would be 
certain and domiueiisurate with the 
oil'ence, hia she would uot beat him. 

.She says ; ' i 

"With regard to corporal punishment, 
I think it wholly unnecessary. Even 
those who assert It is good for cbihli in 
cannot denjf that it isbad for parents. 
No one is virtuous enough to be judge, 
jury and executioner in one. And if it 
is harmful for a mother to treat her 
child like' an animal, It must no less 
liurm the child to be treated us one, 
i lid to he governe<I through the feelings 
of pain and fear, instead of the higher 
ones of reason and afTeotion," 

Mrs. Waller's ideas of what is gener- 
ally recognized as education are very 
different from (hose entertuineil by 
many well-nieauing peiiph'. She holds 
that education can he continui'd for a 
long time in the aame way u.s it began. 
The child leanioda very great deal in the 
first six years' of his life voiuntiirlly, 
and took great pleasure in the uccjiii- 
sitlon of knowledge Why cannot the 
Huiue .system or, usnnurlyus possible (he 
sumo system, bo coidiniied in after 
years? Is it necessary tbut eliildreii 
should bo everlastingly dosed with lea- 
sons? What she says on this subject is 
well wortliy the attention of all who 
are liringiug up ehildreii or are engaged 
in the business of teaching. 

"We (1(1 not wuiit lo niumifacture 
little prigs « ho havi! swidlowed a mass 
of facts never to Im; digested, hut we 
want children who can take an intelli- 
gent interest in all thai is going on 
around them. They will learn much if 
mothers will only tidte troiihlu to 
answer questions in an intelligent man- 
nei ; it is either laziness or stupidity to 
ropulHc a child with 'Don't aalt quos- 
tioiia. '" 

This lady reviewer has a soft heart. 
She is inorolful and tender to tho dull 
olilld. She hus no sympathy witli thoso 
who are so conceited as to think that 



they w.n work miracles — give a child 
capacity to whom ' it is denied by 
Nature. 

"It is, "she Buys, "most foolish (aiidsh) 
might ha". e added most cruel) to cram 
the head of a backward child with 
jihrascs it cannot uiulerstinul — at most 
il can hut learn parrot, fashion, and such 
a iiroceediug is about as aciiseless as 
loading u delicate stoiiiach with indi- 
gestible food. If a child has an appe- 
tite for its bodily food, it can digest, 
uud the sanio rule holds good for luentul 
food. There is no use in orumniing if 
the appetite for knowledge be not 
there.'' 

Mrs. Waller la opposed to touching 
children too many things. She would 
not worry children by forcing tho(n to 
attempt to acipiire aecomplislnneiita for 
which they have no aptitude, music, for 
iintunco, anil she is strongly oppo.scd to 
forcing growing girls to spend loo inuoh 
time in study. T'he injury <loiie to very 
many of thoni by the orotnniing.i.nnd 
forcincf system is very great indeed — 
often irreparable. For what she saya 
upon this auliject we must refer tlie 
reader to the article iteelf. It will well 
repay a careful •'• tod coiisoioittious ; per- 
uanl, ■■' ■ ^ ' • ' "

David HcUartin, an Old-Timer, Haoes 
HliQseir on the Cariboo Ruad. 

An inquest was hold at Clinton on the 
17th inst. by tho district coroner, F. W. 
Foster, on tho body of David MoMartin, 
and the foUo\ving facta relative to liia 
death -were taken in evidence : 

The deceased was owner of a horse 
team, and -was loaded for the Cariboo 
country, and while on his way up and 
about one mile above the farm ot .Mr. 
MitehellhecdMiiuill cilsiiiciili- liy hanging. 
On the day pri-vinns a Iraveller lirouglil 
ill «-ord that dei ea-scil's te.iiii sv.is stand- 
ing in harness on a liillsiili- with no uiie 
around, and that lo all appeaiaiKic tlie 
team had licen there .scinie lidurs. Ac- 
(|Uailllaiices (jf the deceased left and 
searched in vain for tlu; (jwiier ut tin- 
team, and, returning, left again in the 
niorning with many of the lownspeopli!. 
The body was, aftera tew- hoiiis' search, 
found hanging to a tree about 100 yaiiU 
up thi^ inouiitaiu. 'iliv. line uas urn- 
that had fallen o\er IjuI ua.s held by tlu 
- roots, .so Ibat llle toi) projected o\e|- the 
ftice of the moiiiilaiii. The deceaseil 
had carried there his a.\e and a coil 
of rope'. Of this lu; cut (df sullicieiil foi- 
liia needs, Ktrnck his a.\e in a tree close 
by, and then walked out on the fallen 
tree. Near the end of this be secur(id 
his rope and then took bis fatal lei-p. 
When found hia liody waa erixt, his 
toes just touching the ground, owing to 
the tree bending with hia weight. 
Death must have been iiiHtantuneous, as 
his neck was dislocated and llicro were 
no murks of discoloration. 

Deceased wus a native of Canada, 
perhaps .So or 40 years of age, and was 
generally thought to bo a good hearty 
working iiiaii, and tolerably well oil. 
At tho incjuest none know tho uddress ol 
his relatives, but thoy will bo communi- 
cated with. OnthealrongthoftlieoviduMieu 
in which it was hIiowii the man had put 
on the brokes on the two wagons 
coupled together, tied up the leaders ol 
his seven hor.se team, and llien taken 
Ills axe and ropi! ami a.sccniled the 
mountain to liml a siiilalde tree, uiil 
snilieieiit rope, and I hen placed his hat 
in a forked bough beyond the rope fas- 
tening, the jiiiy letnrned a verdict of 
dcliboralo Kiiioido.

STARVED TO DEATH. 

Uetnrulngr Yukon Miners Lose Their Lives 
In the Far Nortb-Tbleving Inillans. 

The Filler brought news of the ileal li 
from starviition of two inineis, u-|iile eii 
route from Forty .MileCrceU to .Jiineuii. 
Till- Iwii iiiilortuiiatcs, with two others, 
left I he creek about the host of .hliie, 
the iiaiiiesof the four lii.-iiig J. \V, Sper- 
ry, R. C. Ross, A. Ingrain and F. C. 
\'onng. When on the roiid about a 
inoiilh, their [irovisions beeaiiiu exhaust- 
ed. Tli(!y travelled along the liaiiks of 
the Takeetia river, a trihiitary of tin 
Vukoii, about 100 miles, Bubsisting on 
heri ien and what game they could kill. 
'I'he game ))art of their diet oonsistotl of 
two or three squirrels, as no other liv- 
ing thing wus found in tho country, luul 
these had to be divided between fmir 
liungry men, and was all that kept life 
ill thoni for a number of days. The 
men were rapidly becoming oxhauated. 
Ingram was the lirst to siiccuiiili; lie lost 
his reason, and in I hat coinlition lay 
down and died, although his iieiiHy ex- 
hausted companions tried every iiursua- 
aion to get him along. Tho day following 
ingrani s death, Young also gave out, 
and died. Llgram and Voimg were 
both old men, aged o.'t yeara and ,")() 
years rospeotivoly. Speiry mid Ross, 
the two survivors of ine party, being 
both com|)aratively young und strung, 
allllinigh greatly disheartened ut the 
loss of their cumpuniuns, did nut give 



up, but buried their deiiil and continued 
on their journey. Thoy traveled on un- 
til the l ith of Aii.i,'iiat, when they found 
lui Indian eacho c'oiitnitiiiig a ipiaiitily 
of dried sidiiion, which waii life to them, 
iiiul they did not hesitate to appropriate 
it. Coiitimiiiig up the Yukon tliuy en- 
coinilered three ciiiiiu-a of Cliilkiit Iii- 
diiiii.s, who robbed the two lone 
iiiiiieis of what salmon tliuy had 
loft, mill neatly all their olTecta, 
but when the Indimis attempted to 
tuke their guns also, Rosa showed 
light, mid the indiaiia didn't tliink it 
safe to use force in securing tliein, so 
they atill retained their firearms. Hosh 
alao alipxied $50 in inouoy dowi-i into hia 
breeches log, which the Indians did not 
(ind. Aftijr I'olibinjj the miners tho Iii- 
diiuis, OS a coinproiniao, gave them un 
old conoe and about three days nrovi- 
sious of (lour und corn inoal and told 
tlietii to git. Tho^two white men con - 
tiiHied on ovof' the' lakes, and ab Cariboo 
Crossing obtained some fish from two 
Ml (iiaws, and arriving at the main Indi- 
an village above obtained a anp]ily of 
piDvisions to last them through" to 
irnlev's store. Hero thoy were fed and 
careil for until their strength returned, 
when tlioy took a boat for Jancnu.
